Careful  Plans  Precede 
Accreditation  Visit 

Avila  will  be  reviewed  for  continuance  of 
its  accreditation  by  the  North  Central 
Association  — Commission  of  Higher 
Education  in  February  1988  but  prepara- 
tion for  the  evaluation  began  last  spring.  At 
that  time,  President  Kramer  appointed  a 
seven-member  steering  committee  of  facul- 
ty and  staff  persons.  Sister  Marie  Georgette 
Eschbacher,  Ph.D,  was  appointed  coor- 
dinator of  the  North  Central  self-study 
committee  and  chairperson  of  the  steering 
committee. 

The  steering  committee  has  formed  13 
sub-committees  of  faculty,  staff  and 
students  to  deal  with  the  study  and  evalua- 
tion of  such  areas  as  administration,  facul- 
ty, finances,  library,  student  life,  physical 
facilities  and  institutional  life  and  climate. 

In  August,  the  Faculty-Staff-Adminis- 
tration Institute  provided  a half-day  work- 
shop to  help  the  campus  community 
prepare  for  this  re-accreditation.  Those  in 
attendance  reviewed  the  calendar  and  pro- 
cess required  for  a site  visit,  discussed  a 
method  for  academic  department  review, 
and  worked  in  small  groups  to  write  a 
meaningful  restatement  of  the  college 
mission. 

Work  in  preparation  for  the  accredita- 
tion visit  will  continue  through  the  late  fall 
of  1987.
